He was particularly 
impressed with the performance of the 
DC converter and gave us an overview 
of it's operation and the quadrature 
detector. This is a Dan Taylo design. As 
this was a partial kit he obtained the 
balance of the surface mount 
components from Digi-Key & Mouser. 
Craig has also recently finished the 30 
meter version of this radio. 
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Craig also brought in a battery pack 
containing Li-Po style batteries. He 
explained how the charging circuit 
balances each cell and protects against 
overcharging.

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MARTS 2013 Field Day Report 
by Tom Kent, WMOSS 


The MARTS 2013 Field Day station was set up at Town and Country Campgrounds, Savage MN, and operated from 
1 PM CDT, Saturday, June 22, 2013 to 11:00 AM Sunday, June 23, 2013. MARTS members participating were 
Chuck KA8HDE, Larry KBOR, Tom WMOSS, Paul NOTYE, Craig AAOZZ and Mert WOUFO. 


The CW/SSB station consisted of Larry's Yaesu FT-900 
(~100W) with Tom's LnR Precision EF-10/20/40MKII end-fed 
dipole. The antenna was up ~20 feet and more or less 
horizontal, alligned N/S. It performed well at this power level. 
Power to the FT-900 was provided 100% by a Interstate Marine 
Deep Cycle battery at nominal 12 V and 90 Ah capacity. Field 
Day operating class was 1A. 


The field day call sign was AAOMN. We did not have a GOTA 
station. 


Larry also made at a few QSOs using a QRP CW transceiver 
(Larry, what model?) and a multi-band (3 loaded whips) 
antenna mounted atop his car. That antenna provided operation 
in the 15 meter band. 


Tom's effort to put his Flex-1500 transceiver on the air in the 
PSK-31 mode failed due to the lack of two virtual audio cables. 
(I looked all over and never did find those cables ;) 


The log files are attached. Briefly, the contest results were 
CW QSOs __ 119 (x2 points), Digital QSOs 0, Phone QSOs 
63, Power multiplier X2, 

Total Score 602
